Hear Aunt Julia: 

It IS now more than six montlis 
since 1 left home and I am entitled to 
wear a gold chevron for six months' 
ovi'i'seas service, and it has hceii the i 
most wonderful six months' cxiieri-1 
cnee 1 hiiv ever had or could possi¬ 
bly imagine, I only stopped in Vlad¬ 
ivostok two days wlien 1 caiin' out 
and tlien went west to Omsk on a 
Bed Cross relief train coiuiiosed 
largely ol freight ears full of a" 
kinds of iiospital supplies, refugee 
gunneiit.-, etc. 

We made the trip in 2 3 days, stop¬ 
ping several Ilnurs or as iinicli as lialf 
a day at many points and traveling so 
slowly tlial we could s(*<, (■verylliing. 

'file wild llowers impressed me most 
I think, liecausc I liad always tiiougiit 
of this as a country of dense forests 
and miles and miles of snow.

business. Then another tniek dealer 
got busy and persuaded another man 
to enter the business. A truek dealer 
in the city at the other end of the 
line indiieed a man there to inaugu¬ 
rate a line on the same route. Shortly 
there were four comiietitors on the 
one line and when the business was 
split four times there was not enough 
money left to pay gasoline bills. 

Commission Needed. 

“Had a pr(ipt‘r!y eonstituted com¬ 
mission been ostnlilished with the nec¬ 
essary authority to grant franclilses 
and limited the route to two competi¬ 
tors the enterprise would have been 
a success. With the franchise there 
would naturally go some undertakings 
on the part of the truck owner. For 
example, he would have to give a 
tiond to deliver on schedule tlie same 
ns the parcel post contractor in any 
city, with a penalty attached for fail¬ 
ure. Kates would be estnlilislied hy 
this cornmls.slon. A fniek owner 
should not lie compelled to make rates 
so low that he can't give good sen’- 
Ice or yet, heenust of his franchise, 
he allowed to charge exorliltant rates. 

“Tlie return loads bureau, wlilcli is 
another factor in conducting the rural 
express system. Is something else tliat 
will need rnreful attention. Tlie evil 
of all loads being return loads, will 
be a mennee to the rural express 
system unless carefully guarded 
against. It Is the greatest system of 
transportation ever devised and as 
such should be protected from its pit- 
falls.” 


F. 11. Akers, Chicago, manager of 
a large automobile concern, has pre¬ 
sented the results of some investiga¬ 
tions relative to motor stages- and 
freight lines. 

While Mr. Akers believes in com¬ 
mon with ninny other automobile men 
that rural express lines have a future 
before them, he has run across sev¬ 
eral problems which must lie met and 
solved before they can be a complete 
success. He adviK'ates the establish¬ 
ment of a rural express coinmission 
operating under the state goveniinent, 
and regulating rates, competition, etc., 
ns a protection to this very young In¬ 
dustry. Here is a case which Mr. 
.-VUers investigated: 

"Not long ago one of our truck deal¬ 
ers in Washingtou saw a very feasible 
imtraversed motor express route be¬ 
tween a small town and a fairly good- 
sized city. A young clerk in a clothing 
store had consistently saved his mon¬ 
ey—had been rending the govern- ; 
nient's propaganda—and saw in the ! 
rural expiress idea an opportunity of \ 
becoming his own boss—a proprietor 
of a rural express line-—with every 
chance to expand. The young man 
enlisted the help of the truck dealer. 
Together they canvassed the mer- , 
chants in the town and were assured | 
of enough business to make the line ' 
pay. providing a reasonuhle amount 
of freight could be secured in the 
city to haul buck. 

“The young man purchased the

Scene in Mosul, 


T he most important feature 
about Mosul, which is begin¬ 
ning to show the lienetichil ef¬ 
fects of Hritish control, is its 
geographical situation. Mosul Is the 
meeting point of roads and ertravan 
routes from everywhere. They wind 
in through the mountain passes and 
over the rocky highland from Itliir- 
bekr and Bitlis, ncros.s the great des¬ 
ert from .Aleppo and over the sands 
from Persia and Bagdad. Its very 
name, indeed, from the Arabic Al- 
Mousll, “tlie place of connection,” tells 
Its story. And ns with roads and car¬ 
avan routes, so It will be. some time 
again in the future In tlie matter of 
railways, when the famous Bagdad 
line is completed, says the Christian 
Scletice Monitor. .At pre.sent Ger¬ 
many’s great effort falls short of Mo¬ 
sul hy many raile.s In the west and 
In the south, and the “ram.shackle 
city,” as It has been irreverently 
called, still depends for Its communi¬ 
cations on the road and the caravan 
route as It has done through the ages. 

Of all the cities In the Turkish em¬ 
pire, as one writer has well said of It, 
perhaps Mosul is the one that has 
been least touched hy western civili¬ 
zation. Built on ground tliat once was 
a suburb of Nineveh, It stands on the 
v.'estem bank of the Tigris, looking 
ncros.s at the mounds which are all 
that remain of the glories of the capi¬ 
tal of ancient Assyria. Nineveh hn.s 
a history that stretches throughout a 
period nearly two thousand years 
loi.g. ending with the fall of the em¬ 
pire of Sennacherib about the year 
fiOO B. C. From that time until I.ny- 
arcl unveiled the palaces of Ashur- 
bauipnl and Sennacherib, and un¬ 
earthed the literary cliainber contain¬ 
ing the famous deluge tablet the ru¬ 
ins of Nineveh for ‘-’.."(X) long years 
have slept undisturhed. .As for Mosul 
Itself, it Is pnrtieularly mentioned In 
all history since (he .Aniii conquest, 
and It is a checkered history indeed, 
for It suffered iiillnge at the hands of 
Tamerlane, was besieged hy Nadir 
Shah, and endured a host of other vi¬ 
cissitudes. 

Mosul’s Many Storks. 

The old town, with Its strangely 
narrow streets, even for the east, is 
surrounded by a half-nilr.ed wall, built , 
In modern times as a protection 
against the Shainmnr .Arabs. Every- ' 
one remarks on the narrow streets of 
Mosul, on Its white, crnnibliiig houses, 
on the gypsum dust which falls con- | 
stantly from the walls over everything, i 
and upon the storks. Indeed the 
storks of Mosul are apparently its 
most remarkable feature. 

Itlscussing the matter one authority 
tells how. In the cool of the evening, 
the ritlzen.s of Mosul share their 
housetops with inniimerahle storks, 
who hiiild their ragged nests on the i 
highest places “In utter disregard of 
the laws of gravity.” Four great, pre- ! 
posterous specimens of the species I 
stood, in the early morning, on a wall 
beside the room where he was, he con¬ 
tinues, and he dimly realized that ; 
they were performing their morning 
toilet. Tliey took no notice of him. 1 
But a loud noise like someone rattling 
a stick ill a wooden bucket attracted 
his attention. Then somebody i>ls<» 
with another bucket made a similar 
noI,^e in a different key. and he won¬ 
dered what in the world could they be 
doing to the biirket.s. Then it dawned 
upon him that half the population of 
Mosul must be rattling buckets, for 
♦he sound came from far and near, 
faint or loud according to distance, 
and in a hundred different keys. Then 
came a loud rattle close beside him. 
“Within nine feet of him,” he says, 
“stood a solemn stork, the toilet over. 
Ids attitude of graceful balance on one 


leg. The noise which I had heard 
from all over the city ciiiiie straiglit 
from his beak, the hollow upper and 
lower lialves of which he was striking 
together with incredilile rapidity.” 

In the Bazaars and Square. 

The bazaars of Mosul are not the 
attractive places they might he ex¬ 
pected to be in a city of .so much traf- 
tic. .As AVilllnni AVnrileld says in bis 
book. “The Gate of .Asia,” they are 
rarely roofed, and are furnislied only 
with the commonest wares. The shop¬ 
keepers are generally riirlstlnns, but 
there are many .Arabs. Garden prod¬ 
uce is often sold in the squares in open 
imirkets. and at any time venders may 
be seen talking in the streets, with 
eggs or cucumbers in n basket, while 
tlie mosque courtyards are favored 
places for sweetmeat sellers, who dis¬ 
play “Turkish delight” on scnllopeil 
copper trays. The bazaars nidinte 
from a picture.sque a square quite near 
the bridge, which Is the center of tlie 
town. To the south and southwest 
are the drapers, shoemakers and har¬ 
ness makers; to the northwest the 
greengrocers, while the potters and 
dealers In hardware are to be found 
In narrow stores opening on a street 
that runs to the north. 

As to the square Itself, it Is. of 
course, one of the famous meeting 
places of Mosul. Here the earnvnns 
are gathered together, and their own¬ 
ers sit on the famous second-story 
gallery of a coffee sliop, while the 
muleteers stroll atiout the crowded 
place, or lounge among bales covered 
with brown and white striped sack¬ 
cloth. The.se men are almost always 
Kurds, those from the southern and 
eastern tribes dre.ssed In tunics, zou¬ 
ave jackets and turbans. They wear 
baggy trousers reaching to their feet, 
which are covered with brogues of 
heavy hemp or rawhide. 

Site of Ancient Nineveh. 

For many people the great attrac¬ 
tion of a visit to Mosul, the most in¬ 
accessible place In the sultan’s domin¬ 
ion, lies ncro.ss the famous “bridge oi 
boats” at the otlier side of the Tigris, 
where the huge, formless mounds, ri.s 
ing up out of the sand, mark the site 
of the ancient city of Nineveh. Any 
attempt to tell the story of .Nineveh 
would involve a journey hack to the 
very heginning of things. Later As¬ 
syrian writers d*‘( lure with conlidence 
that its story ran back as a matter of 
course to the “creation of the world, " 
hut, as a matter of fact, tlie tlrst firm 
ground in the midst of tradition is 
readied nhotit the year •J'JiXi i:. c. That 
wonderfully vivid period in Nineveh’s 
hl.story with which the wotlil, espe¬ 
cially recently, Ii.is become familiar, 
lies between the ninth and .sixth cen¬ 
turies B. C. In this p*t1imI the reign 
of Sennacherib is of course by far 
the most Important 

Nineveh, however, depended entire¬ 
ly for Its t^eatness and power upon 
the conquering spirit of its rulers and 
the military glory and powprs of Its 
armies, and when the.se were ultimate¬ 
ly defeated the city fell, never to rise 
again, and its very aite was quickly j 
forgotten among the nations.

C. A. Morse, as.si.«tant director of op- 
fratl'in of the United States rail¬ 
way administration, and one of the 
jest known railroad men in Anierlcn, 
believi's that the motorcar may dootu 
-the short-rail lines of the country. 

“The perfection of the motortniek, 
together with the universal use of the 
nutoniohlle, has Inirodiiced a new ele¬ 
ment in the transportation problem 
that should be taken into consideration 
at this time, while .studying tli“ n'or- 
ganlzntion of the whole transportation 
system.” said Mr. Morse. 

“Wliere, therefore, the development 
of the country for ."0 miles ou either 
side of a trunk line has required the 
construction of light branch lines, It 
Is a question to he seriously consid¬ 
ered whether this policy should be 
rontiniipil or whether the products of 
the farm should not la- handled hy mo¬ 
torcar to the main lines.” 

Situation Not Surprising. 

The situation described by Mr. 
Morse is not surprising to makers of 
motorcars designed especially for 
farmers’ needs. Fiirchases by farmers 
3f business ears of medium capacity 
have Increased enormously during the 
Inst year. Their wide touring nidJu.s 
and low haulage cost have ennhled th»* 
farmer not only to curtail freight 
charges on purchases of building tnn- 
terial. implements, seed, groceries, etc., 
hut to tnk«> immediate advantage of 
the prices at the most advnutagemis 
markets. 

Even sheep and calves are rapidly 
transported to market 50 miles dis¬ 
tant without the delay Incident to the 
I.SP of the railroads. 

Horse Most Inefficient. 

During the war a prominent en¬ 
gineer made the statement that the 
horse was t'.ie most inefficient machine 
used In America. No one has b«*pn 
quicker to recognize this than the 
farmer. The short haulage radius of 
the horse, its low rate of speed, the 
continually rising cost of feed and the 
Important fact that a horse continue.s 
to eat whether he is In the field or In 
the stable made the farmer realize 
that he could save money and gain 
speed hy motorizing nts transport*- 
tlon.
